Plans for ‘the Rest’ 
are revealed in full 
at special Porthcawl 
town council event

DETAILED plans 
for the future of 
The Rest 

Convalescent 
Home were 
revealed last 
week at a special 
meeting of 

Porthcawl Town 
Council. 

The meeting was held 
in The Rest, and about 
30 members of the pub¬ 
lic squeezed into the 
room to observe the pro¬ 
ceedings. 

At the opening of the 
meeting, the Mayor, 
Coun Barbara Stubbs, 
explained that the devel¬ 
opers would make their 
presentation and then be 
questioned by council¬ 
lors. 

The meeting began 
with the three borough 
councillors present, 
Coun Gerald Davies, 
Coun Rosemary Deere 
and Coun Norah Clarke, 
explaining the rules that 
applied to them. 

Coun Clarke said that, 
as a member of the plan¬ 
ning committee, she was 
unable to take part in the 


discussion or express an 
opinion, because of the 
rules about predetermi¬ 
nation. 

Couns Davies and 
Deere said that they had 
taken advice from 
Bridgend County 
Borough Council and, as 
neither sat on the plan¬ 
ning committee, they 
were allowed to speak. 

The developer, Gary 
Mayo, of Gary Mayo 
Developments, intro¬ 
duced Rob Gough, the 
chairman of the trustees 
of The Rest and a bor¬ 
ough councillor in 
Caerphilly, and two rep¬ 
resentatives of the archi¬ 
tects, Rio Architects, 
Huw Lloyd Jones and 
Richard Roberts. 

Coun Gough spoke 
first, reminding the audi¬ 
ence that the Rest had 
been set up to meet the 
challenge of the coal and 
steel industries, and that 
over the years, councils 
in mining and steel areas 
had sponsored places for 
people with industrial 
diseases. 

His own community 


council in Caerphilly, he 
said, sponsored eight 
places, and this had been 
done by many other 
other councils. 

As the coal and steel 
industries had declined, 
however, so had coun¬ 
cils’ ability to sponsor 
places. 

He told the meeting 
that two things had been 
body blows to the Rest. 
The cost of repairs, heat¬ 
ing and general mainte¬ 
nance was one, and this 
had been a worry for 
many years. 

However, the second 
blow came when the 
care Standards Institute 
for Wales (CSIW) had 
declared that the old 
building did not meet 
standards, and said that 
staff could not carry out 
any medical care on the 
premises. 

He said: “Medical 
staff were allowed to 
give care in the annexe, 
but not in the Rest. This 
led to a bizarre situation 
when a husband and 
wife were staying, and 
the wife had a heart 
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attack. 

“Staff went to help 
and, when the CSIW 
found out, we were 
threatened with prosecu¬ 
tion.” 

He said that it was 
only because the mem¬ 
ber of staff, who was 
fully medically qualified 
to treat the woman, had 
had the presence of mind 
to call the paramedics 
who were on their way 
and get them to advise 
on what action should be 
taken that the Rest 
escaped prosecution. 

He told the meeting 
that the charity had lost 
£70,000 on each of the 
last two years, and that 
the situation could not 
continue. 

He warned: “If noth¬ 
ing is done. The Rest 
will be empty in two 
years and will only dete¬ 
riorate further.” 

He said that the man¬ 
agement committee had 
invited expressions of 
interest. There had been 
one offer to buy, but in 
the end the committee 
had short listed two bids 
- one from Redrow and 
one from Gary Mayo 
Developments 

Mr Gough said: “In 
the end, the management 
committee voted unani¬ 
mously to accept the 
Gary Mayo offer.” 

He later revealed that 
two members of the 
Porthcawl Lions, who 
are involved in organis¬ 
ing the regular car boot 
sales, were part of that 
management committee. 

He added that both 
Cadw and the Bridgend 
County Borough 

Council (BCBC) conser¬ 
vation officer had been 
closely involved in look¬ 
ing at the plans, and 
were happy with them. 

He said that a build¬ 
ing currently housed a 
local nursery ‘Little 
Footsteps’ and that the 
owner had been told two 
years ago that the future 
of the Rest was under 
review. He said that they 
would do their best to 
help it keep trading until 
it found new premises.

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Meeting women who are claiming a 
place in male-dominated societies

Westminster 
was dominated by 
women and their role 
in their societies, and 
in how those societies 
develop. 

I spent two days at 
the Royal United 
Services Institute, a 
defence think tank, 
attending a conference 
devoted to ‘Women in 
Defence’. Presentations 
were made by admirals 
and commodores from 
the US and Canada, and 
an air marshal from the 
Indian Air force, to the 
secretary-general of the 
Spanish Intelligence 
Service. 

The sessions covered 
maritime, air power, 
land warfare, media, 
industry, home land 
security and intelli¬ 
gence. In each of the 
areas, four speakers 
from different countries 
addressed issues from a 
women’s perspective. 

I chaired the first ses¬ 
sion and was struck by 
how relatively recently 


women have had a pres¬ 
ence in senior posts 
within defence. 

Women did not go to 
sea in the Royal Navy 
until 1993, much later 
than in the US, 
Canadian and 
Norwegian navies. 

Women were serving 
on submarines in 
Norway in 1980, in the 
US in 2010, but are still 
not serving on British 
submarines. Women 
make up nine per cent 
of the Royal Navy. 

In contrast, women 
make up 25 per cent of 
the Royal Air Force but 
only became pilots in 
the 1990s. 

The British army has 
only eight per cent 
women serving, with 
none in combat roles. 
The Australian army, in 
contrast, does have 
women in combat 
roles. 

In 1975, the Spanish 
civil code limited the 
rights of women. They 
could not open a bank 
account in their own 
name or to hold a pass¬ 


port. The big change 
came with an under¬ 
standing that talent is 
not a matter of gender 
and that when it comes 
to defence and security, 
a country cannot rely 
only on the skills of the 
male 50 per cent of the 
population. 

The conference took 
place at a time of high 
tension in the MENA 
(Middle East and North 
Africa) region, where 
women’s rights are 
very limited. 

Yet women across the 
Arab world have played 
a pivotal role in the 
Arab Spring, from 
protesting, to delivering 
bullets, caring for the 
wounded and more 
recently standing as 
candidates in elections. 

Hopefully, the posi¬ 
tion of women as active 
participants in society 
will be cemented by the 
wave of political change 
that has swept through 
the region in the last 
year. 

This week, I met two 
Afghan women who are 


taking part in the annu¬ 
al international confer¬ 
ence in Germany, both 
carrying hopes that they 
can make a difference to 
the lives of all Afghans, 
but particularly women 
and girls who continue 
to face poverty, violence 
and lack of opportunity. 

The two women 
stressed the need for the 
UK to push for women 
in Afghanistan to have 
access to roles and 
responsibilities in 
defence and security. 

They saw the military 
and police forces in par¬ 
ticular as vital to open¬ 
ing up and protecting 
the rights of women. 
They also talked of their 
fears for what the future 


may bring once our 
forces are withdrawn. 

While the position of 
women in our own soci¬ 
ety is a million miles 
from those in 
Afghanistan, recent leg¬ 
islation on legal aid for 
victims of domestic vio¬ 
lence, budget cuts and 
this week’s autumn 
statement reinforce the 
feeling that women are 
bearing the brunt of the 
difficulties we are fac¬ 
ing. 

Take legal aid as one 
example. The budget for 
legal aid is being cut by 
limiting the types of 
cases where it can be 
made available. 

In cases of domestic 
violence, victims will 


only be considered for 
legal aid if they can 
provide certain evi¬ 
dence, which crucially 
does not include state¬ 
ments from a GP or evi¬ 
dence of call-outs or 
investigations by the 
police. 

The inference from 
this is that victims of 
domestic violence 
require a witness. By its 
very nature, there are no 
witnesses in domestic 
violence cases. 

There is no one else 
in the room except, per¬ 
haps children, who 
could find themselves 
being called to give evi¬ 
dence against a parent. 

The economic picture 
is bleak for everyone, 
but women are being 
disproportionately 
affected. Independent 
research has shown 
women are paying more 
than twice as much as 
men in tax and benefit 
changes - not least 
because of the scale of 
cuts to family support. 

Of the £2.37 billion 
raised from tax credits 


and public sector pay 
changes in this Autumn 
Statement, It has been 
estimated that 73 per 
cent (£1.73bn) will be 
coming from women 
and 27 per cent 
(£638m) from men. 

According to Aviva, 
32,000 women have 
stopped work in the last 
year because they can¬ 
not afford childcare and 
women’s unemployment 
has soared past the one 
million mark to its high¬ 
est level since 1988. 

Public sector job 
cuts, where many 
women are employed, 
are largely responsible 
for this. Eor those who 
remain, the imposition 
of a one per cent limit 
on public pay increases 
will increase financial 
hardship. 

December 2 was 
Carers’ Rights Day, a 
day designed to raise 
awareness of the prob¬ 
lems carers face. Carers 
UK published a survey 
for the day, looking at 
the financial hardship 
many carers endure as a 


result of having to give 
up work to care for their 
loved one. Of 4,000 car¬ 
ers surveyed, 76 per 
cent of the respondents 
were women. 45 per 
cent of respondents 
were cutting back on 
essentials like heating 
or food, and 40 per cent 
were falling into debt as 
a result of caring. 

This feeling of pes¬ 
simism seems to be 
seeping through to 
younger generations. In 
an annual survey carried 
out by the Girl Guides, 
the number of second¬ 
ary school pupils who 
are worried about future 
employment had 
increased by almost 
half; up from 44 per 
cent in 2010 to 62 per 
cent in 2011. 

These are hard times. 
Women need role mod¬ 
els, such as the women I 
met at the defence and 
security conference - 
women who forged 
paths where none had 
previously existed and 
left a trail for others to 
follow. 


End of an era 
at Bridgend 
Male Choir 


AT the 2011 annual 
general meeting of 
the Bridgend Male 
Choir, choristers 
were saddened to 
learn that its long 
standing chairman 
was to stand down. 

Mansel Abraham 
joined what was then the 
Bridgend Police Choir in 
1974, and was persuaded 
to take the chairman’s 
role in the following 
year. 

His first year in office 
coincided with the end 
of the Vietnam War, the 
take-off of the space¬ 
crafts Apollo and Soyuz 
for the USA-Soviet 
meeting up in space, and 
the jailing of three 
prominent US citizens 
after the Watergate 
cover-up, such is his 
longevity in the role. 

Thirty-six consecu¬ 
tive years is a tremen¬ 
dous record which is 
unlikely to be beaten and 
testimony to ManseTs 
commitment to the choir. 

There are many per¬ 
sonal highlights under 
his stewardship which 
include the choir’s first 
visit to Bridgend’s twin 
town of Langenau, 
Germany. 

The tour had two for¬ 
mal concerts and many 
informal, the latter of 
which have been a fea¬ 
ture of all tours since. 


Mansel recalls that 
one chorister had a heart 
attack in Germany and 
had to be left behind. 
Thankfully, while a swift 
recovery was made, any¬ 
thing but a swift return 
to Wales was possible, 
with the hospitality 
enjoyed from local resi¬ 
dents. 

A highlight of the trip 
was the visit to Ulm 
Police HQ and the fan¬ 
tastic hospitality and 
good fortune for a cho¬ 
rister who Mansel 
dragged back off a busy 
highway after looking 
right rather than left! 

It must be mentioned 
that there have been 
many more UK , north 
American, and 

European tours under his 
leadership, the high¬ 
lights being visits to 
Canada, Spain, Italy, 
Jersey, Erance, Northern 
and Southern Ireland 
and Germany - a num¬ 
ber of times. 

They have performed 
at wonderful venues 
such as Worcester, 
Bristol and Liverpool 
Cathedrals amongst oth¬ 
ers, and Eisteddfod suc¬ 
cesses. 

Mansel has led the 
choir through a period of 
great achievement, help¬ 
ing choristers to be 
excellent ambassadors 
for Bridgend and Wales. 
His pride in being pre¬ 


sented with a 
Citizenship Award by 
the Mayor of Bridgend 
County Borough 

Council last year is well 
worthy of recall. 

The choir was 80- 
strong when Mansel 
came into office and 
despite a general trend 
for reductions in choris¬ 
ter numbers, Bridgend 
Male Choir are greater 
in numbers today. 

Mansel said: “I have 
particularly enjoyed the 
camaraderie and to my 
mind, this choir has 
always been amongst the 
best.” 

Under his steward¬ 
ship, he took his role 
seriously. He encour¬ 
aged choristers and 
members of his commit¬ 
tee to represent the choir 
to the highest standard, 
and to be proud of mem¬ 
bership of such a fine 
organisation. 

He continued: “I have 
enjoyed every minute of 
my 36 years as chairman 
and would not have 
missed it for the world”. 

He received a much- 
deserved standing ova¬ 
tion. 

Mansel will continue 
to sing with the choir, 
hopefully for many more 
years, and choristers can 
be assured that he will 
be ensuring standards 
are maintained from the 
chorister ranks.

The awards were in 
recognition of the stature 
with which they are 
held; fantastic atten¬ 
dance levels at practice 
and concerts, and 
longevity with a choir 
which is about to com¬ 
mence its 52nd year.

Official opening for 
new secondary school 


BRIDGEND coun¬ 
ty borough’s latest 
landmark school 
has been officially 
opened. 

Archbishop McGrath 
Catholic High School 
has been open to its 750 
pupils since September, 
but last week a special 
ceremony, attended by 
officials and dignitaries 
including the First 
Minister Carwyn Jones, 
the Archbishop of 
Cardiff, Most Reverend 
George Stack, the 
Leader of BCBC, Coun 
Mel Nott, and represen¬ 
tatives of those who 
have completed the proj¬ 
ect, was held to cele¬ 
brate the impressive new 
building. 

Funding for the £20m 


new school has been 
provided by the Welsh 
Government, the 

Archdiocese of Cardiff 
and Bridgend County 
Borough Council. 

Its relocation to 
Brackla means its for¬ 
mer site in Tondu can 
now be redeveloped for 
another world-class new 
school. Coleg 

Cymunedol Y Dderwen. 

Coun Alana Davies, 
cabinet member for chil¬ 
dren and young people, 
said: “Here at 

Archbishop McGrath we 
have a wonderful educa¬ 
tional facility for the stu¬ 
dents and an excellent 
resource for the wider 
community, as we are 
also able to offer the 
sports facilities for use 
outside of school hours.” 


Council Leader Mel 
Nott, said: “Not only is 
this a very attractive 
building, it’s also very 
efficient and I know a 
great deal of work and 
planning has gone into 
its design. 

“I hope the students 
will be really inspired by 
their new school.” 

The new three-storey 
school features fully 
equipped class rooms, 
science labs, music 
suites, an all-weather 
pitch and multi-use 
games areas. 

A large entrance hall 
doubles as an amphithe¬ 
atre-style drama area, 
with seating provided by 
a specially designed 
staircase, and the school 
will incorporate commu¬ 
nity sports facilities and 


changing rooms. 

Rev Dr Philip 
Manghan, the head¬ 
teacher, said: “All those 
involved in the design 
and build of the new 
school have been out¬ 
standing in their artistry 
and craftsmanship. 

“Pupils and staff 
played a significant part 
in the development of 
the building. The key at 
all times has been the 
desire to design and con¬ 
struct a building that 
enhances the experience 
and quality of learning 
for the learner.” 

The building is espe¬ 
cially environmentally 
friendly and has 
achieved a B REE AM 
(Building Research 
Establishment 
Environmental 


Assessment Method) 
‘Excellent’ rating by 
using high levels of 
insulation, recyclable 
materials, solar hot 
water heaters and high 
efficiency boilers. It also 
harvests rainwater for 
flushing toilets. 

It offers around 8,500 
square metres of space, 
including informal 
learning spaces and 
areas for use by the com¬ 
munity, all laid out over 
an 8.11 hectare site. 

Its sports facilities for 
use by the school and the 
community, include an 
all-weather pitch, multi¬ 
use games areas, hard 
play areas and grass 
pitches to the local area.

FOLIC CALL!

OGMORE AM, 
Janice Gregory, has 
sponsored the 
launch in the 
Assembly of a 
major campaign, 
which urges all 
women who might 
become pregnant to 
take the correct 
dose of folic acid 
every day. 

Go Eolic! was 
launched by Pencoed- 
based charity SHINE 
Cymru (Spina bifida • 
Hydrocephalus • 

Information • 

Networking • Equality) 
with the aim of engaging 
women throughout 
Wales with this impor¬ 
tant message. 

The AM stated: “Go 
Eolic! aims to improve 


women’s folic acid 
intake and so reduce the 
incidence of Neural 
Tube Defects such as 
spina bifida, which occur 
in the early weeks of 
pregnancy. 

“Every day in the UK, 
an average of two babies 
conceived - 900 each 
year - will go on to 
develop a Neural Tube 
Defect (NTD), such as 
spina bifida. Up to 72 
per cent of these defects 
could be prevented if 
women took folic acid 
tablets at the right time 
and dosage. 

“However, at present, 
only 5.5 per cent of 
women take folic acid 
correctly and the inci¬ 
dence of neural tube 
defects remains stub¬ 
bornly high, often with 
tragic consequences.”

‘REST SCHEME WILL PROTECT JOBS’

He concluded by say¬ 
ing that the development 
would safeguard the 45 
jobs at the Rest, and that 
it would actually 
increase employment, 
because some of those 
posts would move to 
being full time. 

He handed over to 
Huw Lloyd Jones of Rio 
Architects, who spoke 
about what would hap¬ 
pen to the Rest. 

He said that the 
appearance of the “land¬ 
mark building” would be 
unchanged as people 
approached from 

Porthcawl via Rest Bay. 

The existing Rest 
building would be con¬ 
verted into apartments - 
34 in total. 

A central courtyard 
would be created behind 
the existing building, and 
around that courtyard 
would be new apart¬ 
ments - 25 in number. 
The new build will also 
include a swimming pool 
and gym. 

Looking from the 
direction of Rest Bay, the 
new convalescent home 
would be to the right, and 
it would be a low lying 
two-storey building. 

All 38 rooms of this 
new home would have a 
sea view. In fact, each 
bedroom has a massive 
front window looking 
out over Rest bay. 

Behind would be a 
function room and dining 
area. A bowling green 
would also be provided. 

This building is unde¬ 
niably modem, and when 
the artist’s impression 
was shown on the projec¬ 
tor screen - there were 
gasps from several coun¬ 
cillors. 

However, Mr Lloyd 
Jones emphasised that it 
was a considerable dis¬ 
tance from the existing 


Rest, and as it was only 
two storeys, it would not 
be visible from Rest Bay. 

He added: “Cadw 
were insistent that the 
new building could not 
be allowed to dominate 
the existing building, and 
it does not. 

He displayed an image 
of the new building that 
will be at the rear, and 
said that it was a modern 
attempt to “reflect” the 
characteristics of the 
front. 

COURTYARD 

He went on to say that 
the central courtyard 
would be sheltered from 
the prevailing winds and 
would be planted to 
make it a relaxing meet¬ 
ing area for residents. 

Mr Lloyd Jones also 
showed two existing 
buildings at the rear of 
the building that would 
be demolished, the 
annexe and the kitchen 
area, and said that these 
existing buildings were 
much more out of place 
compared to the old 
building than the new 
proposals. 

The first councillor to 
ask a question was Coun 
David Deere, who said 
that he was concerned 
that the building of the 
new convalescent home 
would depend on 
whether or not the new 
apartments sold well. 

Gary Mayo answered 
this point, saying that it 
was, in fact, the other 
way round. 

He said: “We have to 
build the convalescent 
home first, and then 
there is a six week period 
for the Rest to transfer its 
operation to the new 
building. 

“Only then do we get 
the keys for the Rest.” 

Coun David Newton 
Williams said that he 
thought that a lot of con¬ 
cerns had been answered. 


adding that “the Rest was 
part of the fabric of the 
town”. 

He said that he was 
concerned because the 
new convalescent home 
had a flat roof. However, 
Huw Lloyd Jones said 
that it was, in fact, a shal¬ 
low pitched roof. 

Coun Gerald Davies 
welcomed the plans, but 
was concerned about car 
parking. Mr Lloyd Jones 
replied that the parking 
area would be between 
the Rest and the new 
convalescent home, and 
that a grass bund would 
be built so that the vehi¬ 
cles would not be visible. 

Coun Rosemary Deere 
raised a question about 
an earlier remark, to the 
effect that the Royal 
Porthcawl had been 
given a “buffer strip” on 
land adjoining the 18th 
fairway, which runs 
behind the Rest. 

She wanted to know 
who was the owner, and 
Mr Mayo told her it was 
still owned by the Rest, 
but that the developers 
had promised that noth¬ 
ing would be built there. 

He added that the 
Royal Porthcawl had 
been fully consulted and 
was happy with the pro¬ 
posals. 

Coun Chris Smart 
praised the proposals, but 
asked what it would have 
cost to make the Rest 
compliant with current 
care standards. 

COMPLIANT 

Rob Gough said that it 
would have cost 
£100,000 to £150,000, 
but that would have been 
only the start of the 
expenditure on a build¬ 
ing which was very old. 

He said: “You could 
easily spend £1 mi llion 
on the Rest and not 
notice any improve¬ 
ment.” 

He said that this way. 


the charity would have a 
new convalescent home, 
costing £3.5 million, that 
could cater for people 
who needed it. 

Couns John Bunker 
and Graham Walter were 
sitting next to each other, 
and there definitelywas a 
touch of Stadtler and 
Waldorf from The 
Muppet Show about their 
response. 

Coun Walter was first 
to let rip, saying that in 
his opinion, the new 
apartments to be built at 
the rear looked like “an 
unfinished development 
in Tenerife”. 
HOLIDAY HOMES 

He said that the new 
convalescent home 
would have fewer bed¬ 
rooms than the Rest, and 
added that “59 holiday 
homes for wealthy peo¬ 
ple” would be of no ben¬ 
efit to Porthcawl. 

Rob Gough said that 
the benefit was in secur¬ 
ing jobs at the Rest that 
would be lost if it closed. 

He continued: “We 
have 38 rooms in the new 
home but, because they 
are much higher stan¬ 
dard, 17 of them can be 
doubles, so that couples 
can stay there. 

“In contrast, the Rest 
does have 59, but it is 
running at only 50 per 
cent capacity.” 

He added that the Rest 
even has a dormitory 
with eight beds - some¬ 
thing which is never 
going to be used in this 
day and age. 

Coun Gough argued: 
“We could have sold up 
and walked away with £5 
or £6 million. The chari¬ 
ty could have switched to 
funding holidays instead 
of running the Rest, but 
the building gets into 
your blood and we care 
about it.” 

Coun John Bunker 
was next to have his say. 


saying that he had not 
had a good view of the 
presentation, but that to 
him the new convales¬ 
cent home “looked like a 
prison”. 

Speaking to the GEM 
a few days later, he said 
that he had had an amica¬ 
ble chat with the archi¬ 
tect afterwards, and that 
he had been assured that 
his fears were ground¬ 
less. 

Coun Mary Emment- 
Lewis said that she had 
strong ties to the Rest, as 
her grandparents had 
come from Blackwood 
and had used it. She had 
started her first job in the 
Rest, at the age of 16. 

She said that she did 
not like the appearance 
of the new-build apart¬ 
ments. 

Coun Jill Sweet had 
two questions. Had the 
option of turning it into a 
hotel been considered, 
and did the charity have 
the legal right to sell the 
Rest? 

Rob Gough replied 
that the charity had been 
in discussion with the 
Charity Commission, 
and that the commission 
had approved its plans. 

Gary Mayo said that 
developers had looked at 
the hotel option, and had 
decided it was not viable. 

Finally, the meeting 
was closed by the Mayor, 
Coun Barbara Stubbs, 
who told Mr Lloyd Jones 
that she felt that the new 
apartments were out of 
keeping with the old 
building. 

She said that she was 
aware that the architects 
did not agree, but she 
was not about to change 
her view.

A spokesperson for 
Downing Street said:

Despite initially being 
fed by syringe, the dog 
is struggling to eat liq¬ 
uidised food. She is fac¬ 
ing six weeks of rehabil¬ 
itation before vets are 
able to rule out the need 
for an operation. 

Bridgend vet Candice 
Cadwallader said: “She 
has broken her right 
mandible; the back part 
of her right lower jaw. 
We tend to see broken 
jaws more often in 
smaller animals. 

“She’s had some sort 
of trauma. It would have 
had to be a considerable 
force to break the jaw of 
a Staffie.” 

Despite her obvious 
suffering, the dog is 
managing to eat and is 


bright and friendly. 

“It’s going to be a 
long haul until her jaw is 
healed,” added Candice. 
“There’s no guarantee 
that it’s going to sort 
itself out.” 

The dog was wearing 
a black leather collar 
with brass-type square 
studs. 

Vale Council dog war¬ 
den, Caroline Cowan, is 
appealing to anyone who 
saw how the dog came 
to be in the drain, or saw 
someone with the ani¬ 
mal, to contact the coun¬ 
cil or the RSPCA. 

She said: “The people 
who found her saw two 


men walking up 
Kingsland Street, near 
the Track 2000 building, 
with a dog on a lead. 

“It’s such a brutal 
injury. She must have 
been in a lot of pain. She 
will need intensive recu¬ 
peration. 

“We are appealing for 
information about how 
this dog became injured. 
We don’t usually see this 
kind of injury to animals 
in the Vale.”

FIRST thought to be erect¬ 


ed using wood after the 
Norman Conquest of 1066, 
the Lordship of Coity, Payn 
de Turbeville gained con¬ 
trol of Coity castle during 
the 12th Century. 

Nicknamed ‘The Demon’ he 
was responsible for the circular 
embankment, deep ditch and gate¬ 
house, making it a timber fortifi¬ 
cation. During the 1180s Sir 
Gilbert de Turbeville rebuilt the 
castle using stone, and included a 
keep, curtain wall, inner bailey 
and northeast tower which 
spanned three storeys. 

It was during the 14th Century 
that the castle altered once more, 
giving it more of a grand appear¬ 
ance. 

A striking annex to the north¬ 
east came equipped with win¬ 
dows, a fireplace and latrines/toi¬ 
let areas. A central pier was also 
added to support the upper floors. 

Other important names con¬ 
nected with the castle include Sir 
Lawrence Berkerolles (1384) who 
married into the descending de 
Turbeville family line. 


The Gamage family inherited 
the castle after the death of Sir 
Lawrence Berkerolles in 1411, 
and Sir Robert Sydney, Earl of 
Leicester, whose descendants con¬ 
tinued to own the castle until the 
19th Century. 

There are few battles known to 
have taken place at the castle, but 
familiar encounters were between 
the Normans and the Welsh, and 
Owain Glyndwr, renowned free¬ 
dom fighter for the Welsh during 
the 15 th Century. Although he 
attacked Coity castle, he failed in 
his quest to t^e control. 

Legend maintains that Payn de 
Turbeville was a philanderer who 
enjoyed visiting his lovers during 
the hours of darkness, leaving his 
own guards on patrol. 

On one particular evening, his 
wife Sybil disposed of her hus¬ 
band’s guards, assigning her own 
defence force instead. 

On Payn de Turbeville’s return, 
they refused to give him access to 
the castle, therefore leaving him 
outside, alone and in the pouring 
rain. What happened to him after 
is a mystery, but could he have 
perished outside his own abode? 


The chilling vision of a disem¬ 
bodied soldier has been sighted, 
appearing to have no eyes. Could 
this gallant man be a victim of bat¬ 
tles from a distant era? 

Hooded shadows have been 
witnessed stalking the grounds of 
the castle, as if lost in time. Why 
would monk-like figures want to 
associate themselves with a build¬ 
ing which would have no rele¬ 
vance to their own existence? 

The silhouette of a lady has 
been seen at the dead of night gaz¬ 
ing from the window of the tower 
as if trapped. Who could this lady 
be, and is she waiting for a knight 
in shining armour to rescue her 
from a fate beyond her power? 

Eerie light anomalies (orbs) 
have often been seen by 
bystanders floating around the 
gatehouse before disappearing 
into oblivion. 

Could these unusual lights be 
the spiritual energy of a past occu¬ 
pier, unable to communicate with 
the living - or an illusion of imag¬ 
ination? Fact or fable, only you 
can decide!.

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Scorsese on top 
form as Hugo takes 
your breath away! 


G iven his 

past dal¬ 
liances with 
gangsters, lowlifes, 
Chinese emperors, 
rockstars and jazz 
musicians, the 
chances of seeing 
Martin Scorsese 
direct a kids’ film 
were as likely as 
‘I’m A Celebrity...’ 
finding an actual 
celebrity. 

However, the director 
has thrown a curveball 
with his latest film, 
Hugo, a piece a world 
away from the ones that 
he usually inhabits. 

Based on the book. 
The Invention Of Hugo 
Cabret, it tells the story 
of the titular character 
(Asa Butterfield) in 
1930s Paris, who lives 
within the walls of a 
train station alone, after 
the death of his inventor 
father (Jude Law). 

However, a chance 
encounter with a young 
girl called Isabelle 
(Chloe Moretz) sends 
the pair into a mystery 
involving an automaton 
Hugo’s father was work¬ 
ing on... 

For a man with more 
critical kudos than most 
directors combined, and 


a mantelpiece full of 
awards (including that 
once-elusive Oscar) it 
would be easy to expect 
Martin Scorsese to do a 
little laurel resting. 

After all, having 
helmed the likes of 
Raging Bull, Taxi Driver 
and Goodfellas, the 
director could easily sit 
back and become an 
elder statesman of cine¬ 
ma, happy to rest upon 
past glories, rather than 
attempt to create new 
ones. 

Which is why this 
venture into family- 
friendly filmmaking is 
both a sign that Scorsese 
isn’t quite finished up 
just yet, and also that he 
feels more than comfort¬ 
able, not only tackling a 
broader genre, but also 
dipping his toes into the 
murky world of 3D. 

If the excitement of 
seeing one of the finest 
directors and cin- 
emaphiles burst head¬ 
long into this (for him) 
brave new world is 
enough for you to han¬ 
dle, then the news is 
wholly positive; for 
while Hugo skews to an 
older audience than you 
would have thought, 
Scorsese manages to 
create a world of wonder 
and charm that drips 
with poignancy and 


beauty. 

Hardly a slouch when 
it comes to the aesthetics 
of cinema, Scorsese’s 
films always look gor¬ 
geous, whether it is the 
gritty streets of New 
York, or the golden era 
of Hollywood in The 
Aviator, and Hugo is no 
exception to this rule. 

Opening with a truly 
spectacular tracking shot 
that highlights his ability 
to compose shots, the 
film constantly amazes 
in terms of the visuals, 
the world existing some¬ 
where between our reali¬ 
ty and a heightened, 
stylised one. But 
whether we are in the 
immaculately realised 
train station with its 
boulangeries and news¬ 
paper stands, or in the 
maze of mechanics that 
Hugo calls home, the 
film never fails to come 
to life so vibrantly on 
the screen. 

While Scorsese cer¬ 
tainly deserves the plau¬ 
dits, so does Dante 
Ferretti, a regular collab¬ 
orator of Scorsese’s, 
whose production design 
gives the director the 
canvas on which to 
work. Combining 
together, the pair have 
created a truly mes¬ 
merising world that is a 
wonder to the eye. 

John Logan’s script 
easily transfers the story 
from page to screen and 
loses none of the emo¬ 
tion from it, either; the 
screenplay pitches per¬ 
fectly, is paced incredi¬ 
bly well, and allows the 
mystery element to flow, 
while also having time 
for several subplots - 
none of which is short¬ 
changed by the amount 
of time Logan gives 
them. 

The cast are all uni¬ 
formly superb as well, 
particularly Asa 
Butterfield and Chloe 
Moretz, the young leads 
more than holding their 
own with some incredi¬ 
ble talent. 

The former delivers a 
performance that, while 
occasionally a touch 
overdone, emphasises 
the innocence and emo¬ 
tion of the young orphan 
who is clinging on to the 
memories of his father - 
while the latter, with a 
near-perfect accent, is 


the wide-eyed foil to 
Hugo, the pair sharing a 
likeable chemistry that 
gives the film strong 
foundations. 

The grown-up portion 
of the cast is similarly 
excellent - Ben 
Kingsley as the mysteri¬ 
ous toy salesman whose 
past becomes a key plot 
point looking more live¬ 
ly and sparky than he 
has since Sexy Beast - 
while Michael 
Stuhlbarg, Helen 
McRory and Emily 
Mortimer all shine with 
varying amounts of 
screentime. 

But Sacha Baron 
Cohen steals the show 
from them as the station 
guard intent on catching 
as many orphans as pos¬ 
sible - a rather one-note 
role that the comedian 
gives valuable shade to, 
earning dramatic kudos 
as well as comedic ones 
in a hugely entertaining 
turn. The Peter Sellers 
comparisons feel even 
more apt after this per¬ 
formance. 

The only mis-step the 
film makes is, ironically, 
not even its fault; had 
you seen the trailer for 
Hugo you would have 
expected a children’s 
film with echoes of City 
of Ember, all about 
youngsters on a magical 
adventure. 

The actuality is that 
Hugo, while having 
fleeting moments, is a 
far more mature piece 
than you would think, 
and as such may be the 
sort of film that young¬ 
sters may not engage 
with, while older audi¬ 
ence members will be 
left rapt. 

A criticism, then, but 
hardly the most negative 
of ones, in a film that

CROWN 

ONE of the main 
prizes awarded at 
any Eisteddfod is 
the Crown, award¬ 
ed for the best 
Pryddest (long 
poem in free 
metre). During a 
special ceremony, 
which is held on the 
Monday of the 
Eisteddfod week, 
the winning poet is 
crowned by the 
Archdruid in a 
spectacular cere¬ 
mony. 

It is one of the most 
memorable moments at 
any National 

Eisteddfod. The 

Pavilion lights are 
dimmed and an expec¬ 
tant hush descends upon 
the capacity audience as 
they await the fanfare of 
horns. Lights sweep 
across a sea of faces 
until one, and only one 
person rises. 

On stage, the 
Archdruid stands in his 
golden regalia, while 
behind him, the green. 


blue and white robed 
rows of Gorsedd mem¬ 
bers make for a striking 
backcloth. 

Eor the writers them¬ 
selves, the drama will 
have started months 
before as they rush to 
get their entries in on 
time, using pseudonyms 
instead of their real 
names. The winner’s 
identity will be kept a 
very close secret known 
to only a few. The rest 
of the ceremony is just 
thrilling - it is one of the 
great spectacles of 
Welsh culture. 

The subject for this 
year’s Crown is ‘Ynys’ 
(Island) and will be 
adjudicated by Cen 
Williams, Cyril Jones 
and Penri Roberts. The 
Crown will be spon¬ 
sored by the Vale of 
Glamorgan Council and 
you may have read 
recently that local jew¬ 
eller, Anne Morgan from 
Penarth has been chosen 
to design and create the 
crown. 

But what of the 
crowning ceremonies of 
the two other 
Eisteddfodau that have 
visited the Vale of 
Glamorgan? 

1920: The Crown was 
sponsored by Mr TH 
Morley JP of Sully and 
valued at £30 and was 
displayed in Barry in the 
shop window of John 
Jones & Co. Drapers at 
114 Holton Road before 
the Eisteddfod. 

The crown was 
awarded to a young col¬ 
lier James Evans, origi¬ 
nally from Beulah, 
Newcastle Emlyn, but at 


the time living in 
Ynyshir, Rhondda. 

This was the first time 
James Evans had won 
the National Eisteddfod 
Crown although he had 
won several crowns at 
local Eisteddfodau. He 
was a University gradu¬ 
ate who trained initially 
as a Minister, but 
according to the South 
Wales News writing at 
the time, had to “relin¬ 
quish the pulpit for the 
pit due to a speech 
impediment”. 

The scene in the 
pavilion during the cere¬ 
mony it was reported 
was an inspiring one 
with an estimated 
10,000-12,000 people 
present and the 
Archdruid, Dyfed in 
charge of proceedings. 

One of the adjudica- 
tor,s Professor WJ 
Gruffydd, who soon 
found that his voice 
would not carry to the 
large crowd present and 
had to resort to using a 
megaphone, delivered a 
scathing critique of 
those who had entered 
the crown competition, 
noting that only three of 
the 17 were worthy of 
consideration. 

According to the 
Western Mail, when the 
crown was placed on the 
head of the winning bard 
it was found to be too 
small, and a great deal of 
amusement was caused 
when the poet rose from 
his knees the crown 
slipped from his head on 
to the stage. 

Eor the first time the 
winning poet’s work 
was published immedi¬ 
ately after the ceremony. 

1968: The 1968 
Barry Eisteddfod Crown 
was sponsored by Mr & 
Mrs Dan Evans of Barry 
- it was noteworthy as 
the main material used 
in the crown was plastic. 

It was decided that as 
the production of plastic 
was one of the main 
industries associated 
with Barry it would be 
symbolic to use the 
material in the design. 

The crown was

designed and created by 
Keith Redfern, who was 
one of the leading 
designers working with 
the material at the time. 
Both plastic and silver 
were used and the crown 
was finished with purple 
velvet to create what 
was described at the 
time as an “artistic 
crown using contempo¬ 
rary materials.” 

Twenty two poems 
were submitted for the 
competition, the subject 
of which was Meini 
(Stones) and the Crown 
was won by Rhondda 
Minister, the Rev Haydn 
Lewis, who was origi¬ 
nally from Ceredigion. 

The poem was 
inspired by the death ten 
years previously of his 
only daughter and was a 
continuation of the 
poem which won the 
Rev Lewis the Crown at 
the 1961 Maelor Valley 
Eisteddfod. 

The award, however, 
came only after a very 
unusual deadlock 
between the adjudica¬ 
tors. 

Each of the three 
wanted to award the 
crown to a different poet 
and the argument could 
only be resolved by 
inviting an outsider to 
decide. 

All three judges. Dr 
Thomas Parry, Rev 
Euros Bowen and Waldo 
Williams, all agreed 
which of the 22 were the 
best three poems, but 
each favoured a differ¬ 
ent one for the prize. 

The Eisteddfod 

Council, for the first 
time in its history, then 
appointed Alun 

Llywelyn Williams to 
choose between the 
three poems and he 
chose the poem written 
by Durtur y Maen which 
was the pseudonym of 
the Rev Lewis. 

The closing date for 
this year’s crown com¬ 
petition is April 1, and 
the Crowning ceremony 
will be held in the 
Eisteddfod Pavilion on 
Monday, August 6, at 
4.30pm.

Council workers produce movie 
to beat tough recycling targets 


VALE Council workers have 
become movie moguls - in their 
quest to beat tough recycling tar¬ 
gets. 

Staff have worked together to produce 
an in-house video in time for the two- 
month anniversary of the council’s roll¬ 
out of mixed recycling (co-mingling). 

Mixed recycling (co-mingling) was 
introduced in the Vale in September, to 
help the Vale meet the Welsh 
Government’s 52 per cent recycling and 
composting targets by 2012/13. 

But kerbside co-mingling has been 
such a success, the Vale is on track to beat 
its targets a year early. 

In the first seven weeks after it was 
rolled out, an extra 43 per cent recycled 
material went to Biffa’s Cardiff recycling 
plant. 

Not content with resting on their lau¬ 
rels, staff want to make inroads into the 
2015/16 target of 58 per cent. 

They are hoping the short film, which 


will be available on the council’s website, 
Facebook, Twitter and YouTube, will 
encourage the Vale’s eco-savvy residents 
to recycle even more. 

The film lifts the lid on exactly what 
happens to the Vale’s recycling; from tips 
about what and how to recycle, to meeting 
some of the crew who take it away, to 
seeing how it is sorted at the council’s 
waste management contractors’ plant in 
Cardiff, the full process is laid bare. 

Head of visible services. Miles Punter 
said: “We made the film on a shoestring 
budget to hopefully educate, entertain and 
engage our residents. 

“It is vital to help them understand the 
difference that diverting material from 
landfill makes. Their actions today will 
impact on generations to come.” 

Cabinet member for visible and build¬ 
ing services, Coun Geoffrey Cox, said: 
“By making the film available through 
social media, as well as on the council’s 
website, we hope it will reach a more 
diverse audience and give residents a sim¬ 


ple way to share the recycling message; 
encouraging even more people to get on 
board with our popular co-mingling serv¬ 
ice.” 

Mr Punter said the efforts of eco-savvy 
residents in the Vale of Glamorgan have 
exceeded the expectations of council staff. 
He added: “The tremendous efforts of the 
residents have resulted in us being on the 
way to beating our recycling targets a 
year early. Our target for 2015/16 is 58 
per cent, which I think is achievable much 
sooner. 

“If this trend continues, we could soon 
be leading the way in Wales, not just 
south Wales, for recycling once again.”

- do you know about DPFs?

[EARLY all 
diesels made 
I in the last 
six years are fitted 
with a ‘Diesel 
Particulate Filter’ 
(DPF) designed to 
save the environ¬ 
ment from all the 
toxic soot that tra¬ 
ditional diesels are 
famous for. 

The basic idea is that 
the DPF traps all the 
soot produced and burns 
it off during a long jour¬ 
ney. 

As with any filter 
(think of the bag in your 


vacuum cleaner) they 
have to be emptied reg¬ 
ularly to maintain per¬ 
formance and allow the 
system to work proper¬ 
ly- 

For a DPF this 
process is called ‘regen¬ 
eration’ where any col¬ 
lected soot is burnt off 
at high temperature to 
leave only a tiny ash 
residue. 

To get your vehicle to 
‘regenerate’ you need to 
get it up to average tem¬ 
perature on a continu¬ 
ous run of about 20 
minutes. 

Unfortunately, if you 
don’t do frequent longer

distance journeys, the 
DPF filter will clog and 
force your vehicle into a 
reduced performance 
mode. 

You’ll probably be 
presented with a DPF 
symbol on the dash or 
messages like ‘Anti- 
Pollution Fault’, 
‘Exhaust Filter 
Problem’ or ‘Particulate 
Filter Fault’. 

The worst thing any 
driver can do is to keep 
driving their vehicle 
when it flags up a fault; 
this is true of any light 
or error on the dash. 

As soon as you start 
getting a warning, book 
your vehicle in at an 
independent specialist 
or the main dealer for a 
proper diagnostic test. 

Most probably, the 
cause will be a high 
accumulation of soot in 
the DPF, basically the 
filter beginning to 
block. 

Regrettably, the main 
dealers are bound by 
vehicle manufacturer’s 
guidelines and will rec¬ 
ommend a DPF filter 
replacement. Sounds 
like a good idea, until 
you realise that a typical 
replacement DPF filter, 
made by the vehicle 
manufacturer, costs in 
excess of £1,000! 

There is actually no 
need to replace an old 
filter with new. Using 
computer controlled 
ovens or special clean¬ 


ing chemicals, blocked 
filters can be cleaned or 
cooked to burn off the 
excess soot. 

This returns your 
DPF to as good as new 
and is far more cost 
effective than buying a 
new filter. 

There is also a more 
drastic solution of a 
complete DPF removal. 
It requires the blocked 
filter being replaced 
with a standard exhaust 
and the tricky process 
of preventing the vehi¬ 
cle flashing up mes¬ 
sages on the dash or 
remaining in limp 
mode. 

A typical tuning or 
ECU expert is required 
to reprogram the ECU 
with custom software. 

The disadvantage of 
this is that the vehicle 
will produce more soot 
like a conventional 
diesel engine, although 
well within current 
MOT regulation limits. 

If you have a DPE or 
engine management 
problem, get the car to 
an independent special¬ 
ist (make sure it’s some¬ 
where that understands 
DPEs) as soon as possi¬ 
ble to avoid costly 
engine or turbo damage. 
The worst thing you can 
do is to keep driving it!

“Fve had a thorough¬ 
ly satisfactory decade of 
owning Maseratis,” he 
reveals, not wishing to 
divulge his name for 
fear of negative publici¬ 
ty as the pay gap 
between bosses and 
staff continues to rise. 

“And as far as the QP 
(Quattroporte) is con¬ 
cerned one word covers 
it - ‘everything’ - it is 
‘everything’ I need from 
a car!” 

From the moment 
you clap eyes on it, its 
strong presence is 
instantly felt. The grille 
is like a monster's 
mouth - I wouldn't like 
to see that fast 
approaching in my rear 
view mirror! The 
Quattroporte’s elegant 
design never fails to 
win admirers and it’s 
hard to tear yourself 
away to actually step 
inside and drive. This 


very tasteful, well-pro¬ 
portioned supermodel is 
drop-dead gorgeous 
even if the rear is a little 
nondescript. 

This is only the sec¬ 
ond time I have had the 
chance of driving a 
Maserati and like drink¬ 
ing a fine Chateau 
Margaux, the experi¬ 
ence never fails to satis¬ 
fy, feeling just that little 
bit naughty. 

Like the equally 
attractive GranTurismo 
I had the pleasure of 
driving last year, as 
soon as you open the 
door a smile instanta¬ 
neously stretches across 
your face. 

It happens without 
fail every time as you 
are greeted by the 
sumptuous leather and a 
finish of the highest 
quality. 

This, combined with 
a superior driving posi¬ 
tion, all help to create a 


truly winning formula. 
Turn the key in the igni¬ 
tion and the roar and 
subsequent rumble from 
the exhaust is sufficient 
to make the road 
beneath vibrate and 
instantly send my nine- 
month old daughter 
Harriett off to the land 
of nod. 

Our run along the 
A27 to Brighton pro¬ 
vides some good oppor¬ 
tunities to sample the 
Maserati’s magnificent 
abilities - and they can 
be enjoyed within the 
legal speed limit, too. 

With a sub-five sec¬ 
ond 0-60 time boyracers 
are left... frankly irritat¬ 
ed. And my Italian 
beauty does this so 
effortlessly. 

It feels as if you’re 
nursing an explosive 
because the smallest 
kick of the accelerator 
sees it literally launch 
off like a rocket while it 


corners with laser-guid¬ 
ed precision. The six- 
speed auto quickly and 
generally smoothly 
changes between gears 
getting the most from 
the 4.7-litre engine. 

However, when 
pushed hard, it does 
seem to lurch through 
the gears giving an 
unsettling journey for 
my wife who was 
grasping the roof- 
mounted grab handle 
for all she was worth!

I N the days before the kick-off 
on Saturday, Wales head coach 
Warren Gatland had voiced his 
concerns that the game against 
Australia was a “test too far” for a 
team that had given their all, phys¬ 
ically and mentally, at the Rugby 
World Cup in New Zealand. 

And, indeed, this proved to be the case. 

In the end, it was surely too much to 
expect young players who had been hailed 
as one of the teams of the tournament, and 
hitting previously unreached heights of 
excellence, to repeat that prodigious effort 
so soon, in a match that had little real sig¬ 
nificance, other than at the turnstiles. 

Gatland had acknowledged this in con¬ 
ceding that the Millennium stadium fix¬ 
ture, though outside the normal interna¬ 
tional ‘window’, was needed to raise rev¬ 
enue for the WRU, given the absence of 
autumn fixtures in World Cup year. 

Even with the usual fervent backing of a 
62,000-strong home crowd (surprisingly 
large, considering the current economic cli¬ 
mate and the close proximity to Christmas) 
a much-depleted Wales were unable to 
replicate the stunning form that electrified 
the World Cup tournament. 

While the final score-line (18-24) was not 
too dissimilar to the RWC ‘bronze’ final 
loss to Australia (18-21) the quality of per¬ 
formance was a world away from the stan¬ 
dard Wales hit Down Under. 

Determination and commitment there 
was in abundance, but their efforts, not 
surprisingly, lacked the level of intensity 
they had achieved against South Africa 
and Ireland, for example, not many weeks 
before. 

Even so, Wales ended a drab first half 
with a 6-3 lead, thanks to two penalties by 
outside half Rhys Priestland, to one by his 


opposite number O’Connor. 

Injuries and unavailability robbed them of 
several first choice players, most notably 
prop Adam Jones, and once again his 
absence not only underlined how utterly 
indispensable he is to Wales, but also the 
failure of the professional regions to pro¬ 
duce comparable tight-heads in the decade 
since they replaced the first class clubs as 
the top tier of Welsh rugby. 

One notable highlight in an otherwise 
low-key first period, was a try-saving tack¬ 
le at the corner post by Shane Williams, 
playing in his 87th and final international 
match (a feat he repeated in the second 
half) and the expectant crowd hoped that 
the Welsh team would step up a gear after 
the interval, to help him sign off with a 
memorable win over one of the Tri-Nations 
giants. 

One minute into the second half, the 
unfortunate Leigh Halfpenny was red- 
carded for tackling an attacker without the 
ball and during the 10 minutes he was in 
the sin bin, clinical Australia suddenly 
showed their world class pedigree by run¬ 
ning in three smartly-taken tries. 

To their credit, Wales pluckily battled 
back, with Rhys Priestland burrowing and 
twisting over for a try he converted him¬ 
self, to make the score 11-24 - with time 
fast ebbing away. 

Then, almost on the stroke of full time, 
came the Boy’s Own ending that everyone 
in the crowd had been waiting for. 

The Welsh forwards won the ball and it 
was sent spinning wide to the right and 
who should be there, but Shane Williams 
(typically looking for work in the centre!) 
dancing and gliding through for his 58th 
try for Wales (plus two more for the 
British and Irish Lions). 



His jubilant somersault brought to an end 
an epic international career that has placed 
him firmly among the greatest players to 
have ever donned a Welsh, or any other 
rugby jersey. 

Wales’ loss should be Ospreys’ gain, for 
hopefully - as in the case of Welsh football 
star, Ryan Giggs - there will be several 
more seasons yet ahead to light up the club 
scene before the little maestro finally hangs 
up his boots. 

As for the Welsh squad, they will be wel¬ 
comed back with relief by their regions 
before resuming Heineken hostilities and 
then gearing up for the Six Nations in the 
New Year. 

Further ahead still is the daunting 
prospect of three full tests in Australia and 
after Saturday, the Welsh camp have been 
reminded of the gap that has still to be 
closed if they are to finally lift that elusive 
southern hemisphere scalp.
